Strange  Caves 

Sammy  Andy  is  not  the  only  one 

who  likes  to  go  exploring  underground. 
Caves  have  been  found  by  men  who 
spend  all  their  time  exploring.  Some 
caves  have  been  found  by  men  hunting 
for  their  sheep  or  cows.  Sometimes 
American  Indians  found  large  caves  and 
made  their  homes  in  them.  They  were 
fine  hiding  places  from  enemies. 

Many  caves  have  been  made  by 

underground  brooks.  As  the  running 
water  wore  its  way  through  rock,  it 
took  tiny  bits  of  rock  with  it.  The  hole 
through  which  the  water  passed  became 
larger  and  larger.  It  made  a cave  with 
the  underground  brook  running  through 


it.  The  cave  grew  bigger  and  bigger 
as  the  water  wore  the  rock  away. 
Sometimes  the  brook  stopped  running 
and  the  cave  became  dry. 

There  are  caves  as  dark  as  night, 

and  caves  with  strange  shadows  in  the 
rock.  There  are  cold,  wet,  slippery  caves 
so  big  that  explorers  have  to  follow 
strings  to  find  their  way  out  again.  A 
person  would  be  very  foolish  to  go  into 
these  caves  alone.  He  might  call  for 
hours,  and  no  one  could  hear  him.  He 
would  hear  only  the  echo  of  his  own 
voice.  He  might  never  be  found. 

Limestone  caves  were  made  by  water 

wearing  its  way  through  soft  hmestone 
rock  for  many  years.  Some  of  the  water, 
filled  with  bits  of  the  limestone,  fell 
drop  by  drop  from  the  roof  of  the  cave. 
Much  of  this  water  dried  on  the  floor  of 
the  cave,  leaving  tiny  bits  of  limestone. 
This  rock  built  up  and  made  great 
candles. 

At  the  same  time  some  water  dried 

on  the  top  of  the  cave  room.  This  left 
bits  of  limestone  which  made  fingers  of 
rock  hanging  from  the  roof. 

Sometimes  the  top  finger  and  the 

floor  candle  touched  each  other.  Then 
they  made  a great  sparkling  post.

About  one  hundred  years  ago  a bicycle  was  made  with 
pedals  hitched  to  the  front  wheel.  Then  to  make  bicycles  faster, 
the  front  wheels  were  made  bigger.  Some  of  them  were  as 
much  as  five  feet  high.  The  back  wheel  was  very  small.  It 
was  hard  to  get  on  the  high  seats  of  these  bicycles. 

Step  by  step  bicycles  were  made  safer  and  easier  to  ride. 
The  wheels  were  made  the  same  size,  and  the  seat  was  lowered. 
Later  balloon  tires  and  seats  with  better  springs  made  bicycle 
riding  more  comfortable.  Gears  and  brakes  made  the  bicycles 
much  easier  and  safer  to  ride. 

Now  some  bicycles  are  made  with  motors.  Two-,  three-,  and 
even  four-seater  bicycles  are  made.  Very  light  bicycles  are 
made  for  racing,  and  strong  bicycles  are  made  for  everyday 
riding.  Today  thousands  of  people  all  over  the  world  use 
bicycles  for  play  as  well  as  for  work.

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Hunting  for  Gold 


Gold  often  washes  out  of  the  rock 

in  which  it  is  found  and  mixes  with  dirt 
and  sand.  Panning  is  an  easy  way  of 
mining  this  gold.  It  was  used  by  early 
gold  hunters.  The  miner  filled  a pan  or 
bowl  with  earth  and  water.  He  swished 
this  around  gently  so  that  the  water 
and  the  dirt  washed  over  the  sides. 

The  gold  was  heavy  and  worked  down 
to  the  bottom  of  the  pan.  After  the  | 

ft 

lighter  dirt  had  splashed  out  of  the  pan,  | 
only  heavy  sand  and  bits  of  gold  were 
left.  After  the  sand  dried,  it  was  easy 
to  pick  out  the  shining  gold. 

Miners  found  working  with  small 

pans  of  earth  and  water  was  too  slow. 
They  started  using  a kind  of  cradle. 
They  shoveled  sand  and  water  into  the 
cradle  and  rocked  it  back  and  forth. 


The  lighter  dirt  and  water  splashed  over 
the  sides. 

When  the  sand  and  gold  dried,  the 

miners  sometimes  tossed  it  up  and  down 
on  a large  piece  of  cloth.  The  wind  blew 
the  lighter  sand  away,  and  the  heavier 
bits  of  gold  were  left. 

Sometimes  men  worked  together 

and  made  a big  wooden  slide  called 
a "Long  Tom."  It  had  pieces  of  board 
across  its  floor  to  catch  the  gold.  The 
earth  was  put  in  and  water  poured  over 
it.  The  dirt  and  sand  were  washed 
away.  The  gold  caught  on  the  pieces 
across  the  floor  of  the  slide. 

Today  machines  are  used  to  break 

the  lumps  of  earth  and  rock  into  small 
pieces.  Other  machines  wash  out  the 
g gold.  Mining  gold  is  no  longer  a job 
I for  anybody  who  is  willing  to  hunt  for 
I it.

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Airplane  Travel  Today 


1.  Since  the  Wright  brothers  flew  at  Kitty 
Hawk,  air  travel  has  become  a big 
business.  Thousands  of  people  travel  by 
air  every  year.  Much  freight  is  shipped 
by  air,  and  many  people  earn  their  living 
doing  different  jobs  for  the  airlines. 

2.  The  airplane  pilot  is  the  captain.  He 
is  in  charge  of  the  plane  and  all  the 
workers.  All  big  passenger  planes  have 
a first  officer  and  a flight  engineer  who 
help  the  captain.  These  men  must  go 
to  school  to  learn  their  jobs  and  pass 
tests  before  they  can  go  to  work.  On 
every  passenger  flight  there  is  at  least 
one  stewardess  to  care  for  the  passengers. 
She  brings  them  meals,  something  to 
read,  blankets,  and  pillows.  Like  the 
other  airplane  workers,  the  stewardess 
goes  to  school  to  learn  her  job. 

3.  Passenger  airplanes  carry  mail  and 
freight  as  well  as  passengers.  Airplanes 
cannot  carry  too  much  weight  for  safe 
flying.  The  number  of  passengers  are 
counted  on  every  flight.  The  passengers’ 
baggage,  the  gasoline,  and  the  freight 
are  weighed. 

4.  A plane  must  carry  more  gasoline 
than  it  will  use.  A plane  may  fly  against 
strong  winds  and  use  a lot  of  gasoline. 
If  the  weather  is  bad,  it  may  travel 
farther  than  planned  or  stay  in  the  air 
longer.  The  pilot  must  make  sure  the 
plane  does  not  run  out  of  gasoline.

In  a west  coast  city,  sixty  foot  TV 
aerials  made  it  hard  for  the  pilot  to 
fly  low  enough  to  rescue  the  people 
waiting  below.  With  his  turning  rotor- 
blades,  the  pilot  chopped  down  the 
aerials.  Then  he  was  able  to  fly  low 
enough  to  reach  the  people  and  save 
them.

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Some  Information  about  Space  Travel  ■ 


1.  There  are  many  problems  to  be  solved 
by  scientists  before  men  will  be  able  to 
travel  in  space.  First,  a space  ship  will 
have  to  be  built.  It  will  have  to  be  very 
streamlined  because  it  will  have  to  push 
up  through  the  earth’s  air  into  space. 
It  will  have  to  have  powerful  motors 
because  it  must  travel  over  25,000  miles 
an  hour  to  escape  the  earth’s  pull. 

2.  Lots  of  fuel  will  be  needed  to  take  off 
and  to  overcome  the  earth’s  pull.  After 
the  ship  reaches  outer  space,  where 
there  is  little  pull  and  no  air,  it  will  need 
less  fuel  to  keep  moving.

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There  are  two  kinds  of  otters,  the  sea 
otter  and  the  river  otter.  Bobry  and 
his  family  are  sea  otters  and  live  almost 
all  the  time  in  salt  water.  River  otters 
live  near  fresh-water  streams  and  rivers 
that  may  be  far  inland. 

The  sea  otter  has  a fine  coat  of  soft 
thick  fur.  The  fur  is  almost  all  brown 
with  some  white-tipped  hairs  on  the 
head  and  neck.  It  is  very  valuable.  Sea 
otters  have  been  hunted  for  their  fur 
so  much  that  there  are  very  few  of  the 
animals  left  today. 

Sea  otters  spend  most  of  their  time 
in  the  water,  usually  about  one  mile 
from  shore.  They  are  often  seen  rising 
halfway  out  of  the  water,  shading  their 
eyes  with  their  paws  and  gazing  over 
the  sea.  They  come  ashore  from  time 
to  time,  especially  in  a storm.  The 
young  otters,  or  pups,  are  born  at  sea. 
At  birth  their  eyes  are  open,  and  they 
soon  become  strong  swimmers. 

Sea  otters  have  long  low  bodies  with 
short  legs.  Their  wide  back  feet  are 
webbed  and  paddle-shaped.  Their  tails 
are  thick  and  flat.  The  shape  of  their 
tails  and  feet  helps  them  to  swim. 

Sea  otters  get  all  their  food  from  the 
sea.  They  dive  as  deep  as  three  hundred 
feet  for  their  favorite  meal  of  shellfish. 
They  lie  on  their  backs  to  eat,  using 
their  chests  as  tables. 

In  parts  of  the  sea  there  are  huge 
floating  beds  of  seaweed.  Sea  otters  rest 
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and  sleep  on  these  beds.  They  pull  the 
seaweed  around  their  bodies  so  they 
won’t  float  away.  They  sleep  on  their 
backs,  the  mothers  holding  the  pups  in 
their  arms. 

The  river  otter  looks  very  much  like 
I the  sea  otter,  but  it  is  smaller  and  not 
so  heavy.  Its  feet  are  webbed  and  it  is 
a fast  swimmer.  It  has  rich  brown  fur 
that  looks  black  when  it  is  wet. 

The  river  otter  eats  fish,  frogs,  snakes, 
and  other  animals  which  it  catches  in 

I the  rivers  and  lakes  near  its  home. 

The  baby  river  otter  is  different  from 
the  baby  sea  otter.  It  is  born  in  a den 
which  may  be  in  the  bank  of  a river, 
or  even  in  a hollow  log  ashore.  The  pup 
is  blind  until  it  is  about  five  weeks  old. 
When  it  is  three  months  old,  its  mother 
teaches  it  to  swim.  She  goes  for  a 
swim  with  the  pup  on  her  back.  When 
she  dives,  the  pup  has  to  swim. 

The  river  otter  does  not  live  in  water 
all  the  time.  It  may  travel  for  miles 
by  land  from  one  river  to  another. 

^ The  river  otter  is  one  of  the  few  wild 
animals  that  plays  a lot  after  it  is  grown 
up.  Otters  go  sliding  on  their  stomachs 
down  riverbanks.  Several  otters  may 
play  together.  In  winter  they  slide  down 
snowbanks.  They  bend  their  front  legs 
^ under  them  and  push  with  their  back 
legs.  Some  otter  slides  are  so  steep  that 
I the  animals  must  climb  back  to  the  top 
^ by  a roundabout  path.

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Bird  Migration 


1.  Like  the  trumpeter  swans,  many  birds 
travel  great  distances  every  year.  In 
the  spring  they  fly  north  to  nest  and 
raise  their  young.  In  the  fall  they  travel 
south,  away  from  the  coming  ice  and  | 
snow.  These  trips  which  birds  make  at 
certain  times  to  the  same  places  are 
called  migrations.

3.  For  many  years  after  bird  migration  | 
was  discovered,  very  little  was  known 
about  it.  But  now  men  are  learning 
more  and  more.  Much  information  has 
been  gathered  through  birdbanding.  ^ 
Birds  are  caught  and  light-weight  bands 
are  put  around  their  legs.  Each  band 
has  a number.  Reports  are  then  made 
explaining  when  and  where  the  banding 
was  done.  When  a person  finds  a bird 
with  a band,  he  sends  a report  to  a 
birdbanding  office  explaining  when, 
where,  and  how  he  found  the  bird.  By 
looking  up  the  number,  the  scientists 
know  how  far  the  bird  has  traveled. 
When  these  reports  are  put  together, 
they  give  a picture  of  the  movements  of 
migrating  birds. 

4.  The  reports  show  that  birds  travel 
in  different  ways.  Some  birds  travel 
quickly.  Others  may  take  a month  or 
even  more  to  reach  their  journey’s  end. 
Some  birds,  such  as  ducks,  fly  in  groups. 
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Others  travel  alone.  Some  fly  at  night, 
others  in  the  daytime. 

5.  It  has  been  discovered  that  each  kind 
of  bird  follows  a certain  path.  These 
paths  are  called  migration  routes.  When 
many  routes  join,  a "fly way”  is  formed. 
The  map  on  page  67  shows  the  four 
main  flyway s in  North  America. 

6.  The  Atlantic  fly  way  follows  along  the 
Atlantic  coast.  Birds  traveling  south 
from  the  northeastern  United  States  and 
Canada  use  this  route.  The  Mississippi 
flyway  is  the  most  heavily  traveled 
route.  It  runs  from  the  northern  part 
of  Canada,  down  the  Mississippi  River 
Valley,  and  over  the  water  to  South 
America.  The  Central  flyway  runs  from 
Alaska  and  Canada  down  the  Rocky 
Mountains  and  along  the  shore  line  of 
Central  America.  The  Pacific  flyway 
runs  from  Alaska  down  the  Pacific 
coast  and  into  Mexico. 

7.  Not  all  birds  migrate.  Most  of  the 
birds  that  live  on  the  water  go  south, 
and  the  song  birds  that  live  on  insects 
go  south  when  their  food  disappears. 
Other  birds,  such  as  bluejays  and  nut- 
hatches, may  spend  the  whole  year  in 
the  same  place. 

8.  There  is  stiU  much  to  learn  about 
migration.  Scientists  do  not  know  what 
makes  birds  leave  their  winter  homes 
and  travel  north.  Possibly  as  the  days 
get  longer,  the  birds  sense  that  it  is  time 
to  start  their  northern  flight.  Other 
mysteries  are  how  young  birds  born  in 
the  north  find  their  way  to  their  winter 
homes,  and  how  such  tiny  birds  as  the 
humingbirds  fly  long  distances.

The  Canada  geese  that  are  born  in 
northeastern  Canada  use  the  Atlantic 
flyway  to  travel  south.

Some  years  ago  in  California, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gay  were  training  wild 
animals  for  use  in  the  movies.  When 
Rosie,  their  first  lioness,  had  three  small 
cubs,  the  Gays  decided  to  start  a lion 
farm.  Soon  they  had  many  lions  of  all 
kinds,  from  fat  little  cubs  to  ''kings  of 
the  jungle.”  When  a motion  picture 
needed  trained  lions,  the  Gay  Lion 
Farm  was  called. 

The  lions  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gay 
brought  up  from  cubs  were  different 
from  the  jungle  lions.  It  even  seemed 
as  though  the  tame  lions  were  not  so 
lively  and  clever.  The  lion  mothers 
didn’t  seem  to  know  how  to  bring  up 
their  cubs.  The  trainers  had  to  take 
the  cubs  away  and  bring  them  up 
on  goat’s  milk.  Once  they  began  eating 
meat,  however,  their  training  started. 
The  cubs  were  petted  and  handled  with 
kindness.  Mr.  Gay  used  nothing  but  a 
small  switch  six  inches  long.  No  guns 
or  whips  were  used  in  the  training 
program. 
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The  Gays  found  this  more  successful 
than  the  way  the  old-time  trainers  used 
to  train  wild  animals.  Mr.  Gay  under- 
stood that  the  gently  handled  lions 
would  answer  better  to  the  training.  He 
knew  that  the  lions  trained  with  whips 
and  guns  were  afraid,  and  that  once  the 
trainer  did  not  watch  carefully,  the  lions 
might  leap  on  him. 

There  are  many  things  a lion  tamer 
should  know.  Even  though  Mr.  Gay’s 
lions  seemed  tame  and  friendly,  he 
knew  that  he  must  be  careful  at  all 
times.  Like  the  big  cats  that  they  are, 
lions  do  not  take  kindly  to  much  petting 
and  handling.  A lion  shows  when  he 
has  had  enough  of  acting  and  playing 
with  people,  and  at  that  point  he  should 
be  put  back  inside  his  cage.  Instead  of 
feeling  unhappy  about  being  behind 
bars,  the  tame  lion  feels  that  his  cage 
is  his  home. 

Mr.  Gay  discovered  that  the  voice 
was  the  best  means  of  training  a lion  to 
do  tricks.  He  always  kept  his  voice  low 
and  directed  a lion  just  as  he  would  a 
person.  He  never  worked  his  lions  two 
hours  before  or  after  feeding  time,  and 
he  made  sure  that  each  lion  had  his  one 
big  meal  a day  alone  in  his  cage.  After 
the  lions  did  tricks,  he  would  give  them 
bits  of  food  and  kind  words.  The 
Gays  ran  a successful  lion  farm  for 
many  years.  They  supplied  trained  lions 
for  circuses  and  motion  pictures.

People  who  work  with  animals  in  zoos 
feel  these  animals  have  longer  happier 
lives  than  animals  in  the  wilderness.  A | 
wild  animal  is  afraid  of  being  hungry, 
afraid  of  attack  by  other  animals,  and 
afraid  of  being  pushed  out  of  his  home. 

Zoo  keepers  adapt  the  zoo  home  to 
the  animal’s  special  needs,  likes,  and 
comfort.  Animal  houses  are  warmed  or 
cooled  if  the  animal  is  used  to  warm 
or  cold  weather.  A large  pool  is  the 
seals’  home.  Animals  that  sleep  in  the 
dark  away  from  other  animals  and  I 
people  have  special  boxes  or  corners.  [

and  swings  for  the  playful  animals,  such 
as  monkeys.  ^ 

Many  zoos  keep  animals  together.  ■- 
Lions  and  tigers  are  put  in  the  same 
building  because  both  of  them  are  big  I 
and  from  the  cat  family.  They  eat  the  | 
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same  kind  of  food  and  need  the  same 
kind  of  cage.  But  lions  come  from 
Africa,  while  tigers  come  from  Asia. 

A new  idea  is  to  group  together 
many  animals  that  live  near  one  another 
in  the  wilderness.  In  one  building  many 
kinds  of  animals  from  Africa  might  be 
shown.  Elephants,  giraffes,  monkeys, 
and  baboons  might  be  shown  in  the 
same  building. 

In  some  zoos  birds  and  animals  from 
the  same  part  of  Africa  live  together. 
They  live  on  islands  of  rock  and  grass. 
The  islands  have  deep  ditches  around 
them.  In  zoos  of  this  kind,  visitors  get 
a better  idea  of  what  the  birds  and 
animals  are  like  and  how  they  live. 

Zoo  animals  are  given  foods  that  they 
like  and  foods  that  are  good  for  them. 
The  keepers  work  hard  to  raise  special 
foods  for  certain  animals,  such  as 
earthworms  for  the  kiwi  and  the  duck 
bill.  Some  zoo  animals  will  eat  almost 
anything  and  must  be  watched  carefully. 
There  are  other  animals  in  faraway 
lands  that  cannot  live  outside  their  own 
countries  because  they  need  foods  that 
cannot  be  grown  or  shipped  easily. 

Zoo  visitors  should  always  obey  the 
signs  about  feeding  the  animals.  Every 
year  many  animals  are  made  sick  and 
even  die  from  food  given  by  visitors.

This  man  spoke 
with  the  Baltimore  Orioles,  who  sent  a 
scout  out  to  the  school  Later  Babe  was  | 
hired  to  pitch  for  Baltimore.  | 

The  Babe  got  his  nickname  the  day  r 
he  reported  for  work  with  the  Orioles.  | 
One  of  the  players  saw  the  young  boy 
and  called  him  a "babe.” 

Ruth  did  not  stay  long  with  the 
Orioles,  but  soon  went  to  work  as  a 
left-handed  pitcher  for  the  old  Boston 
Red  Sox.  He  became  known  as  a great 
pitcher.  In  fact,  baseball  writers  have  I 
said  that  he  was  proudest  of  his  pitching.  i 
While  on  the  Boston  team,  he  set  a J 
record  for  pitching  scoreless  innings  | 
in  World  Series  games.  Pitching  almost 
thirty  straight  innings,  he  did  not  let 
the  other  team  score  a single  run.  When  ^ 
Ruth  stopped  pitching,  his  record  was  ! 
92  wins  against  44  losses.  ^ 

Babe  was  becoming  such  a fine  hitter, 
that  when  he  joined  the  New  York 
Yankees,  the  team  manager  made  him 
an  outfielder.  As  outfielder,  he  could  | 
play  in  every  game.  I 
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Babe  hit  the  most  famous  home  run 
of  his  career  in  the  1932  World  Series 
when  the  Yankees  and  the  Chicago  Cubs 
were  tied  4-4.  There  was  one  out  and 
the  bases  were  empty  in  the  fifth  inning 
when  Babe  Ruth  stepped  up  to  bat.  He  ^ 
called  two  strikes  on  himself  and  then  j 

pointed  to  the  center  field  as  if  to  say,  j 

"That  is  where  the  next  ball  will  go.”  j 
Sure  enough,  he  hit  the  ball  beyond  the  f 
center  field  right  into  the  stands  for  a 
home  run. 

Altogether,  Babe  Ruth  broke  over  > 
fifty  baseball  records,  some  in  pitching  j 
and  some  in  batting.  In  one  season 
alone  he  hit  sixty  home  runs.  Pitchers 
became  so  afraid  of  Babe  that  they 
would  walk  him  rather  than  take  the 
chance  of  his  hitting  a home  run.  For 
ten  seasons  he  hit  more  home  runs 
than  any  other  player.  For  two  other 
seasons  he  tied  for  first  place. 

April  27,  1947,  was  Babe  Ruth  Day. 
Almost  sixty  thousand  people  came  to 
cheer  him  at  Yankee  Stadium,  which  has 
been  called  "the  house  that  Ruth  built.”  i 

Babe  loved  children  and  did  a great 
deal  for  them.  He  was  always  willing  to 
sign  autographs^  and  often  visited  sick 
children  in  hospitals.  Babe’s  last  job 
was  teaching  boys  how  to  play  baseball.  j 
Before  he  died,  he  set  up  a foundation 
to  help  poor  boys  get  a start  in  life.

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nm  Some  Information  about  Horses 


Horses  have  been  used  by  men  for  thousands  of  years. 
They  can  live  almost  anywhere.  They  are  used  in  the  desert 
and  also  where  it  is  cold  and  snowy.  Horses  are  sure-footed 
animals  that  can  travel  over  steep  mountain  trails  at  night. 

In  the  past  horses  have  helped  people  in  many  ways.  People 
rode  horses  when  hunting  game.  At  one  time  soldiers  rode 
into  battle  on  horses.  The  early  settlers  used  horses  to  travel 
west.  Horses  helped  the  farmer. 

Today  horses  have  a less  important  part  in  our  lives.  A 
cowboy’s  horse  helps  him  work  on  the  ranch.  Horses  may  be 
seen  at  rodeos  and  circuses.  Some  work  on  small  farms. 

There  are  five  main  groups  of  horses:  riding  horses,  draft 
horses,  light  harness  horses,  heavy  harness  horses,  and  ponies. 

Most  of  the  horses  you  see  today  are  riding  horses.  The 
draft  horses  are  the  large  strong  farm  horses.  The  light  harness 
horses  are  used  for  riding  and  racing  in  light  carriages.  The 
heavy  harness  horses  are  used  for  light  work  and  for  pulling 
wagons  and  heavy  coaches.  Ponies  are  small  horses  used  for 
riding  and  for  pulling  small  carts. 

Little  Vic  was  a kind  of  riding  horse  called  Thoroughbred. 
The  Thoroughbreds  are  developed  and  trained  for  racing, 
hunting,  and  jumping. 

The  Thoroughbred  is  famous  for  its  courage  and  speed.  He 
has  been  known  to  die  on  the  race  track  rather  than  stop 
running.  A Thoroughbred  does  not  lift  his  feet  far  off  the 
ground,  but  runs  with  a long  flat  step.  He  is  high  spirited 
and  easily  excited.  His  large  chest  lets  him  breathe  deeply 
while  he  is  racing.  He  is  not  fat,  and  not  so  hardy  as  other 
kinds  of  horses. 

Many  Thoroughbreds  are  raised  in  this  country  for  race 
horses.  The  young  Thoroughbred  may  stay  with  its  mother 
for  six  months.  By  that  time  it  is  eating  hay  and  grain. 

Even  before  the  colt  is  taken  from  its  mother,  training  has 
started.  People  handle  it  from  the  time  it  is  born.  When  it 
is  a few  weeks  old,  it  has  learned  to  obey  a lead  rope. 

When  the  colt  is  two  years  old,  its  real  training  begins.  It 
takes  time  and  work  to  train  a race  horse.  It  must  learn  to 
obey  its  rider.  It  must  learn  about  the  starting  gate  before 
it  can  run  in  a real  race.  Only  a few  of  the  Thoroughbreds 
that  begin  training  ever  become  great  race  horses.

|Bi  Lapland  and  Its  People

Lapland  is  one  of  the  cold  lands  in  the  northern  part  of 
Europe.  It  is  called  Lapland  because  it  is  the  home  of  a small 
group  of  people  called  Lapps. 

Because  Lapland  lies  so  far  north,  it  has  two  months  of 
daylight  each  summer.  Each  winter  there  are  two  months  of 
darkness.  Winter  usually  lasts  about  nine  months  of  the  year. 
The  other  three  months  are  like  spring.  During  the  summer 
months  many  people  visit  Lapland  to  see  the  midnight  sun. 

Not  many  plants,  trees,  or  bushes  grow  in  Lapland.  The 
only  trees  are  birch  and  pine  and  these  do  not  grow  large 
and  tall.  The  wild  plants  in  Lapland  are  mosses  and  lichens, 
which  are  tiny  green  shoots  that  grow  on  the  rocks  and  trees. 
The  reindeer  and  caribou  feed  on  these  shoots. 

The  people  of  Lapland  are  often  described  by  the  words 
mountain,  sea,  and  river. 

The  Mountain  Lapps  migrate  with  their  reindeer  and  pitch 
their  tents  wherever  there  is  food  for  the  herd.  The  whole 
family  lives  in  one  tent  which  is  shared  with  the  family  dogs. 
The  Mountain  Lapps  live  chiefly  on  reindeer  meat,  reindeer 
milk,  and  cheese. 

The  Sea  Lapps  live  along  the  coasts  of  Lapland  in  little 
houses  made  of  wood  and  covered  with  dirt.  Their  chief  work 
is  fishing. 

The  River  Lapps  live  in  very  small  villages  along  the 
riverbanks.  They  fish,  hunt,  and  keep  herds  of  reindeer, 
cattle,  and  sheep.  Some  families  do  a little  farming. 

The  reindeer  herd  is  important  to  the  Lapp  family.  It  is 
a measure  of  their  fortune.  Some  Lapps  own  a thousand 
reindeer.  Reindeer  pull  the  sleds.  They  are  used  as  food. 
Reindeer  skins  are  used  for  blankets,  moccasins,  and  harnesses. 
The  Lapps  trade  some  of  the  reindeer  skins  for  coffee  and  salt. 

Today  the  Lapp  children  go  to  school  just  as  you  do.  A 
teacher  travels  with  the  Lapps  as  they  follow  the  grazing 
herds.

A 

ac'cent  (ak'sent).  Special  emphasis 
or  stress  given  to  a certain 
syllable  in  pronouncing  a word; 
as,  set'tler  has  the  accent  on  the 
first  syllable. 

ac'cent  mark  (ak'sent  mark).  A 
small  mark  placed  at  the  right 
side  of  a letter  and  a little 
above  it,  to  show  the  place  of 
the  accent.  (14) 

al  pha  bet'i  cal  (al  f4  bet'i  kal).  Ac- 
cording to,  or  arranged  in  the 
order  of,  the  letters  of  the  alpha- 
bet. The  following  names  are  in 
alphabetical  order;  Alec,  Benjie, 
Charlie,  Daniel.  (3) 
an'to  nym  (an'to  nim).  A word  that 
is  opposite  in  meaning  to  an- 
other word;  as,  hot  is  the  anto- 
nym of  cold.  (27) 

B 

blend  (blend).  A combining  or  join- 
ing of  things;  also,  a mixing  or 
merging,  as  of  sounds.  B1  is  a 
consonant  blend  in  the  word  blow. 
(18) 

C 

corumn  (kol'iim).  An  upright  row 
of  words,  sentences,  or  figures, 
set  off  by  itself  on  a page.  (15) 
com'pound  word  (kom'pound  wurd) . 
A word  made  by  writing  two 
words  together.  (43) 
com  pre  hen'sion  (kom  prehen'shiin). 
The  power  or  ability  to  under- 
stand or  grasp  the  meaning  of 
something.  (16) 

con'so  nant  (kon'so  nant).  A speech 
sound  that  requires  a narrowing 
or  closing  of  the  throat,  mouth, 
or  lips  during  a part  of  the  time  it 
is  sounded.  Any  letter  that  is  not 
a vowel  is  a consonant,  such  as  d, 
g,  1,  m,  and  so  forth.  (6) 
con'tents  pages  (kon'tents  paj'ez). 
The  pages  of  a book  which  tell  the 
titles  of  the  units,  stories,  plays, 
or  poems  in  the  book ; the  names 
of  the  authors  who  wrote  them; 
and  the  page  numbers  on  which 
they  are  found.  (1) 
con'text  (kon'tekst).  The  part  of  a 
sentence  -that  helps  to  explain 
the  meaning  of  a word  in  the  sen- 
tence or  in  the  paragraph.  (121)

defini'tion  (def  i nish'un).  An  ex- 
planation oi  the  meaning  of  a 
word  or  a term.  (64) 
de  scrip'tion  (de  skrip'shiin).  Some- 
thing written  or  told  about  a per- 
son, place,  thing,  or  happening 
that  presents  a picture  to  some- 
one reading  or  hearing  it.  (37)

di  a crit'i  cal  mark  (dl  a krit'i  kal 
mark).  A small  mark  placed  over 
a letter  to  show  how  the  letter 
should  be  sounded  or  pro- 
nounced.

A group  of  two 
letters  having  a single  speech 
sound;  as,  the  vowel  digraph  ea 
in  leaf  and  the  consonant  digraph 
ch  in  chop.

dou'ble  (dub'’lb  Being  in  pairs; 
as,  a pair  of  shoes  or  a double 
boiler.  (15)

fact  (fakt).  Something  that  has 
really  happened  or  is  true;  an 
event.  (8) 

G 

glos'sary  (glos'iri).  A dictionary 
of  the  hard  or  unusual  words  used 
in  a particular  book.  (31) 

guide  words  (gid  wurdz).  The  words 
at  the  top  of  the  page  in  a dic- 
tionary or  glossary  that  show 
which  word  comes  first  and  which 
one  comes  last  on  the  page.  (31) 

H 

hom'o  nym  (hom'o  nim).  A word 
pronounced  like  another  word 
but  having  a different  meaning 
and  often  a different  spelling. 
Made  and  maid  are  homonyms. 
(56) 

hy'phen  (hTfen).  A mark  (-)  used 
to  join  two  words  used  as  a com- 
pound word.  (43)

im  ag'ine  (i  maj'in).  To  form  a pic- 
ture of  something  in  the  mind. 
(63) 

in'dex  (in'deks).  A list  of  names  or 
topics  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order  in  a book  with  the  pages 
where  each  appears.  An  index  is 
usually  placed  at  the  end  of  a 
book.  (38) 

in  for  ma'tion  (in  for  ma'shiin).  Facts 
gathered  by  reading,  study,  or  ob- 
servation; knowledge.  (30)

op'po  site  (op'ozit).  1.  In  front  of; 
facing;  ‘ as,  the  opposite  side  of 
the  road.  2.  Turned  or  moving  in 
different  directions;  as,  to  travel 
by  opposite-  routes.
